There may, perhaps, be stormy periods that 
call for a more strenuous way of dealing 
with difficulties, when boldness may be a 
good thing, even that sort called audacity, 
which despises danger. But in the ordinary 
conditions of our country, there can be no 
question that the even tenor of, moderation 
is the true policy. Particularly is this the 
trath now when the tempest of civil war 
has been laid, and pacification is the order of 
the day. 

Now, most of all, are extremes to be shun- 
ned, and everything calculated to revive 
passion and repel confidence. The only hope 
for a happy issue lies in the calm reason 
and just feeling of all parts of the country— 
that is to” say in just that fuir-mindedness 
which we have been commending. Give this 
to every mover of public sentiment, whether 
writer or speaker, and we shall soon have 
back the old universal patriotic spirit, every- 
thing will be more prosperous and secure 
than ever. Well would it be if American 
journalism would cherish the example 
of moderation and candor which 
Raymonp has left it. We look 
just. this influence. 
hearty admiz with which 
great body of the Press have set forth his 
professional as well as personal character, 
bespeaks a general sense of the value of the

Life Imeurance im the West—-A Notable 
Example. 
Economy is not a common virtuc among 
life insutance companies, or one to which 
newly-estabhshed companies often lay claim. 
With few exceptions, as we had occasion not 
long ago to show, the companies, old and 
young, pay much too dearly for their busi- 
ness. Twenty-five or thirty-five pet cent. 
commission is a rate which no good company 
should allow; and yet there are companies, 
and those of the best, which acquire their 
new business at this extravagant price. As 
® common rule, their aggregate expenses 
rangs from fifteen to twenty-five per 
cent. on incomes counted by millions. 
The younger compatiies are managed 
still more extravagantly. . The exigencies of 
i Shes ccempallitieraie dhealled-os aseceues 
for expenditures which absorb from fifty to 
ninety per cent. of their incomes; and there 
are young companies which spend every dol- 
lar received in the shape of premiums during 
the first year. Management starting thus 
recklessly promises a sorry hereafter. But 
it passes unchallenged, and the companies 
continue to push business, as though the cost 
of obtaining it were a minor consideration. 
The evil will not long continue, we fancy, in 
the better class of companies. The recent 
movement in connection with the election 
of directors in one of the largest and old- 
est of the City companies showed that 
policy-holders are beginning to understand 
their interest in the matter, and to manifest 
their desire to exert a more direct influence 
in the management...
